Conferences  between  Local  Authorities  have  been  held  to  con- 
sider the  method  of  carrying  out  the  various  recommendations  made 
in  the  provision  of  Spiecial  Schools,  and  it  seems  probable  that 
Authorities  will  combine  to  form  units  capable  of  making  provision  for 
such  schools  in  various  areas. 


MEDICAL,  DENTAL  AND  CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

Medical  Inspection  of  pupils  is  carried  out  in  age  groups.  Pre- 
liminary notice  is  given,  and  parents  are  encouraged  to  be  present 
at  the  examinations.  A complete  medical  record  is  made  on  special 
cards,  details  of  defects  are  extracted  by  the  Clerical  staff  and  are 
entered  in  the  various  registers  and  on  following-up  cards,  which  are 
sent  to  the  School  Nurses. 

At  each  Medical  Inspection,  children  found  with  defects  at  pre- 
vious inspections  are  reviewed  and  notes  made  on  their  cards  register- 
ing cure  or  improvement. 

r.  The  District  Nurses  are  presest  at  all  inspections  and  are  able  to 
supply  information  about  home  conditions  likely  to  affect  the  health 
of  the  children. 

Inspections  for  cleanliness  are  carried  out  once  a month  or  oftener 
if  necessary  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  reports  made  bn  conditions 
found.  i 

Dental  inspections  ;are  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  medical 
inspections,  by  the  School  Dentist;  and,  in  addition,  any  child  noted 
by  the,  Medical  Inspector  to  be  suffering  from  oral  sepsis  is  specially 
referred  to  the  Dentist. 


PHYSICAL  AND  MENTAL  WELFARE  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  physical  and  mental  conditions  of  the  children  in  this  County 

are,  well  maintained*  and  the  increased  provision  for  School  Meals, 


which  enables  a greater  number  of  children  to  partake  of  these:  excel- 
lent meals,  has  had  a very  good  effect  on  their  general  physique.

Of  3,934  children  examined  at  Routine  and  Special  Inspections 
413,  or  10.5  per  cent.,  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  425,  or  10.7 
per  cent,  had  defects  necessitating  their  being  kept  under  observation. 
The  figures  for  last  year  were  16.6  per  cent,  and  14.40  per  cent, 
respectively. 

354  children  were  re-examined,  and  of  this  number  143  were 
found  to  be  cured  and  the  remainder  were  referred  for  further 
observation  and  treatment.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 


As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  all  children  with  crippling  defects 
are  under  supervision  of  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse,  and  are  seen  at  their 
homes  and  at  Clinics. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  163  children  of  school  age  re- 
corded in  the  register — in  addition  there  were  60  children  under  school 
age.  Of  these,  78  were  new  cases  (38  of  school  age  and  40  under  5). 

These  records  include  cases  of  varying  degrees  of  deformity.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  33  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  The  principal  causes  were  Influenza  and  Measles.  No  school 
was  closed  for  Diphtheria. 

School  closure  is  carried  out  only  when  such  action  is  likely  to 
stop  ithe  spread  of  infection.  If  the  attendance  for  a week  falls  below 
60  per  cent,  covering  certificates  are  issued.  During  the  year  69  such 
certificates  were  issued  to  38  schools. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  in  this  County,  as  elsewhere  in  the 
country,  has  shown  a marked  decrease  owing  to  immunization. 

IMMUNIZATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

The  work  of  Immunization  has  been  continued  by  the  District 
Medical  Officer  during  the  year,  and  approximately  90  per  cent,  of 
the  children  between  the  ages  of  5-15  have  been  treated. 


Everything  possible  has  been  done  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
parents  to  the  immunization  of  their  children. 

The  School  Nurses  have  been  instructed  to  persist  in  their  efforts 
to  persuade  indifferent  and  refractory  parents  to  have  their  children 
immunized.
